The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 
3-4 are allowable because prior art does not disclose alone or in combination along with 
the limitations of the independent claim such as the through holes have a diameter 
smaller than a size of any particle of the film-forming material or a plasma thereof, 
thereby preventing penetration of any particle of the film-forming material or the plasma 
thereof into the through hole.
